REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach or suggest a light emitting device comprising a first electrode; a hole transporting region 
comprising a hole transporting material adjacent to the first electrode; a light emitting region 
comprising a first and second layer with a light emitting layer sandwiched between the first and 
second layers wherein the first layer is adjacent to the hole transporting region and the first layer, 
light emitting layer and second layer each comprise a hole transporting material and electron 
transporting material with the light emitting layer further comprising a dopant and the second 
layer comprising hole blocking material; an electron transporting region adjacent to the second 
layer; a second electrode over the electron transporting region; and wherein the energy difference 
between a highest occupied molecular orbit and a lowest unoccupied molecular orbit of the 
blocking material is larger than the energy difference between a highest occupied molecular orbit 
and a lowest unoccupied molecular orbit of the hole transporting material and the electron 
transporting material. The closest prior art, Ise et al., U.S. Pre-Grant Publication 2002/0028329, 
fails to teach or suggest a light emitting device wherein the wherein the energy difference 
between a highest occupied molecular orbit and a lowest unoccupied molecular orbit of the 
blocking material is larger than the energy difference between a highest occupied molecular orbit 
and a lowest unoccupied molecular orbit of the hole transporting material and the electron 
transporting material.
